NATIONAL DEFENSE 


We have already a higly expensive army and navy; and it is not 


likely that those people who propose to disband the army and sink 
the ships could command the vote of a single member of either house 
of Congress. Since, therefore, we arc quite sure to go on for the 
present with an expenditure reaching several hundred millions a 
year for the purposes of armed defense, it is obvious that in a time of 
world war we should consider whether one scheme, of defense upon a 
certain scale, or another scheme upon a different scale, is best suited 
to the conditions that exist in the world about us. "When some yeqra 
ago we entered upon a fairly definite policy of naval enlargement, 
our action bore a relation fo'thc naval plans and policies of other' 
countries. Those who advocate now a larger navy and a larger army , 
are bringing forward no new principle whatsoever. They are contin- 
uing to hold to the established view of all our past, that the Ameri- 
can scheme of defense should be adapted to situations elsewhere. 
Those who would diminish rather than increase our navy at the pres- 
ent moment are the people responsible for bringing forward a new 
conception and a new principle. They may be right. But most 
thoughtful people do not find anything constructive in their pro- 
gram. 


The trouble is not chiefly with armaments and militarism. It is 


\ \ i t h t l i e l a c k o f a n y s i i b s l i t l i t c 
for them. Brazil, Argentina, and 


Chile do not arm against one another, and do not fortify their fron- 
tiers. This is because they have removed causes of controversy, have 
accepted principles of good neighborhood, and have definitely pro- 
vided a plan for the keeping of the common peace as a substitute 
for the separate and individual plans of military defense that they 
might otherwise have felt obliged to adopt. A foremost reason for 
maintaining tin: union of our own American States, even at the ex- 
y.uise of one great war, was the continental peace and harmony that 
we desired and proposed to maintain by a method that would make 
it certain that, different portions of North America would not main- 
tain armaments and forlifieatipns against each other. With Canada 
on the one hand, and with Mexico on the other, we have long main- 
tained relations of amity through the sheer strength of onr pacific 
federal policy.—From

I am interested to fis your 
attention on this prospect now because 
unless you take it within your view 
and permit the full significance of it to 
command your thought I cannot find 
the right light in which to set forth 
the particular matter that lies at the 
very front of my whole thought as I 
add'reas you today. I mean national 
defense. 


Ko one who really comprehends the 


jpirit of the great people for whom we 
are appointed to speak can fail to'per- 
ceive that their passion is for peace, 
their genius best displayed in tlie prac- 
tice of the arts of peace. Great democ- 
racies are not belligerent. They do not 
seek or desire war. Their thought is 
of individual liberty and of the free 
labor that supports life and the un- 
censored thought that quickens it. 
Conquest and dominion nre not fci our 
reckoning or agreeable to our princi- 
ples. But Just because we demand un- 
molested development and the undis- 
turbed government of onr own lives 
npon onr own principles of right and 
liberty, we resent, from 
whatever 


quarter it ranTT>c'ome, the aggression we 
ourselves will not practice. We luatel 
upon security In prosecuting our eclf 
chosen lines of national development 
We do more than that. We demand it 
also for others. We do not confine our 
enthusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the inci- 
dents nnd movements of affairs which 
affect oniy ourselves. We feol It wher- 
ever there la a people that tries to walk 
In these difficult paths of independence 
and 
right.

If other nations go to war or seek to 
bumper each other's commerce our 
merchants, It seems, nre at their mer 
cy to,do with as they please.

as follows:

history of baseball'-'from the time it 
jwas first played on the back lots until 
the present time, when it is the great 
American sport.

lUckey, "has evolved into a great busi-1 


ness, a business that is unimpeachable 
for Its cleanliness and devotion to an 
ideal. We hear a good deal about the 
corrupt practices indulged in by the 
baseball owner, but my experience on 
the diamond has taught me that It is 
practically impossible to corrupt the 
gajno_ for the reason that too many are 
engag'ed ID the sport, and because of the 
wonderful power for good xvhlcn the 
game exercises by reason of the grow- 
ing Importance of the 'personal etjua-

NATIONAL DEFENSE 


We have already a higly expensive army and navy; and it is not 


ikely that those people who propose to disband the army and sink 
he ships coiild command the vote of a single member of .either house 
f Congress. Since, therefore, we are quite sure to go on for the 
resent with an expenditure reaching several hundred millions a 
ear for the purposes of armed defense, it is obvious that in a time of 
porld war we should consider whether one scheme of defense upon a 
crtain scale, or another scheme upon a different scale, is best suited 
o the conditions that exist in the world about us. When some years 
go we entered upon a fairly definite policy of naval enlargement, 
ur action bore a relation to the naval plans and policies of Bother 


countries. Those who advocate now a larger navy and a larger army 
are bringing forward no new principle whatsoever. They are contin- 
uing to hold to the established view of all our past, that the Ameri- 
can scheme of defense should bo ' adapted to situations elsewhere. 
Those who would diminish rather than increase our navy at the pres- 
ent moment are the people responsible for bringing forward a new 
conception and a new principle. They may be right. But most 
thoughtful people do not find anything constructive in their pro- 
gram. 


The trouble is not chiefly with armaments and militarism. It is 


with the lack of any substitute for them. Brazil, Argentina, aud 
Chile do not arm against one another, and do not fortify their fron- 
tiers. This is because they linvc removed causes of controversy, have 
accepted principles of good neighborhood, and have definitely pro- 
vided a plan for the keeping of the common peace as a substitute 
for the separate and individual plans of military defense that they 
might otherwise have felt obliged to adopt. A foremost reason for 
maintaining the union of our own American States, even at the ex- 
pense of one great war, was the continental peace and harmony that 
we desired and proposed to maintain by a method that would make 
it certain that different portions of North America would not main- 
tain armaments and fortifications against each other. With Canada 
on the one hand, .and with Mexico on the other, we have long r.(ain- 
tained relations of amity through the sheer strength of ouv pacific 
federal policy.—From 'The Progress of the World," in the Ameri- 
can Review of Reviews for December.

In 
the period that has elapsed since then he has carried it successful, 
ly through all sorts of tribulations and transformations, developing 
it from, time to time into a semi-weekly, a tri-weekly and finally 
into a daily, it being regarded today, as a model small town daily 
—Edwardsville has about 7,000 population—and a most prosperous 
one. It must be comforting to Jlr. Boesehensteiu, after so long and 
honorable a service, to retire with a snug fortune, but greater sat- 
isfaction still to know his paper 1ms a national reputation for 
character, cleanliness and enterprise and that he himself enjoys to 
iuch a large extent the warm goodwill nnd esteem of « large pub- 
lic. One who began his newspaper shortly afterwards in a town 
near by, who from the beginning and all through the changes of 
years, has been his intimate friend and watched his progress with 
interest and goodwish, hopes time will deal gently with him and 
his, and that the journal, which for many years to come will be 
remembered as Charlie Boeschcnstcin's old paper, will hold fast to 
the high course in which he ever set it.
